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MANITOBA’S VICTOR. 


THE CANADIAN SUPREME COURT DECIDES 
IN FAVOR OF THE PROVINCE. 


The Red River Valiey Railroad Can Cross 
the Canadian Pacific Tracks—Gen. Gren- 
fell Reviews Bis Victorious Troops—A 
Dramatic Sensation—Mr. Joseph Pu 
litzer’s Gift to the City of Paris—Foreign. 


WINwIPEG, Manitoba, December 22.—There 
is great rejoicing here over the news just re- 
reived from Ottawa that the Supreme Court of 
the Dominion has given unanimous decision 
in favor of the Province of Manitoba in the 
dispute arising over the crossing of the Cana- 
dian Pacific tracks. The right of the Province 
to charter a railroad free from Dominion con- 
trol, save as to pians of crossing, is fully up- 
held. The decision was as follows: 

The question referred to by the Railway 
Committee of the Privy Oouncll is as to 
whether the Provincial Government of Mani- 
toba nad aright to enact legislation author. 
izing the Red River Valley Railway 
to cross the Pembina branch of 
the Canadian Pacific road and the 
Manitoba and Soutnwestern branch of the 
Canadian Pacific. In answer to said question, 
this court, having heard counsel on both 
sides, is unanimously of the opinion that said 
statute of  Muanitoba is valid and 
effectual, so as to confer authority on the rail- 
way commissioner,in said statute of Mani- 
toba mentioned, to construct a railway as the 
Portage extension of the Red River Val- 
ley Railway, crossing the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the Rallway Committee of Privy 
Councii first approving of the mode and place 
of crossing, and first giving their directions 
as to the matters mentioned in sections 174, 
175 and 176 of the railway act.

Comments on the Proposed Exclusion of 


Euglish Actors From America. 


Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, December 22.—Curiously enough 
neither the Fra nor the Stage, the two trade 
organs of the profession, make any comment 
onthe question of the exclusion of English 
actors from America. Nevertheless, the ex- 
citementamong the actors is intense and ev- 
erybody is being interviewed. Mansfield, 
who migrates from the Lyceum to-night to 
make room for Irying’s rehearsals ot Mac- 
both, and transfers his company to 
the Globe, where he will con- 
tinue the performances. of ‘*Prince 
Karj,’’ saysthe affair looks like a piece of 
petty jealousy quite unworthy of his compa- 
triots. He does not believe Booth has had 
anything to do with it, as he is altogether too 
great a wan and an actor, and he thinks 
Hooth’s partner, Barrett, is the responsible 
party. He is surprised at Palmer joining the 
combination, for itis against his own inter- 
est, as be has engaged many English actors, 
and, doubtiess, will continue to do 
50. Tho whole cause of the dis- 
turbance is the fect that an English actor 
in the leading theaters, isa man well born and 
well educated who respects his art and him- 
selfand moves in good society, and American 
managers find it to their advantage to engage 
young English actors, especially as they de- 
mand a smaller salary. 

THE AMERICAN ACTOR. 

Mr.Mansfield declined to say that he thought 
the English actor better and cheaper than the 
American, butexplained that In America, as 
in France, the standing of the actor is less 
high than in England. Until the American stage 
is recruited from the ranks of men well born 
and well educated, the American actor 
will, he thinks, have to compete with 
English importations. Ifthe American public 
does not want English actors, it has the 
romedy in its own hands. The American 
public wants the very best to be got in art as 
everything else, and if American actors at- 
tempt to dictate tothem, they will not stand 
it. Actors act not for one place only, but for 
the whole worid. Mr. Overton, Mr. Palmer’s 
London agent, bas since contradicted the re- 
port that Mr. Paimer has joined the move- 
ment.

William Barker Arrested for Stealing His

Trembling for his life the old man promised 
to Keep still, withdraw the warrant and to 
wive up all the money be had in the safe. He 
sat up in bed and watched his son take the 
precious roll of greenbacks and stow them 
tye in an overcoat pocket, and then listened 
to his steps as he walked off in the darkuess. 
It was not until the morning 
that the old man dared to tell of the sec- 
ond robbery. ‘Then another warrant was 
taken out against the schoot teacher and cir- 
cular letters were sent out to the police all 
overthe couutry. School-master Barker was 
arrested yesterday in Clarksville, just after 
his school was dismissed for the day. The 
most remarkable part of the story is that 
Barker came to Clarksville just after the first 
robbery and soon made up a prosperous 
school. Oneday about six weeks ago be left 
Clarksville on the evening train and came back 
early next morning. He explained tothe eu- 
rious that be had been on a business trip to 
Atianta, and nothing more was thought of it. 

The trip was made so quickly that no one 
could haue surmised that he passed through 
Atlanta, went to Alabama and robbed nis 
father, who is over 80 years old, and returned 
in time for school the next morning. Barker 
passed through Atianta yesterday in charge of 
an Alabama officer. When asked about his 

ullt he sald: 's all a lie. I love my old 
ather better than anything else on earth, and 
would not rob him.

AN IMPORTANT BILL NOW PENDING IN THE 
MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


One More Effert to Increase the Police 
Force—Why the Blue Coats Are Seldom 


FER banging on the hooks 
ofthe House of Delegates 
for seven months the 
Blakely bill, providing for 
receiving bids for lighting 
the city by electricity, was 
passed last night—two days 
atter the Post-D1sPaTcau di- 
rected attention to the im- 
portance of the measure 
and some interesting feat- 
ures of tne failure of the 
House to give the bill any 

attention whatever. This 
is encouraging, and indicates that further 
efforts in the same direction will be of benefit 
to the municipality. There are other bills 
requiring attention which have not 
received it. Among these is one providing for 
an increase of the police force. A bill intend- 
ed to provide for an increase now slumbers 
beneath the coverieta of dust in the box of the 
Committee on Police of the Council, the mem- 
bers of which committee are Messrs. August 
Frank, L. 8. Metcalf and T. P. Bell. 
THE NEW BILL 

proposes the addition of one Captain, twenty- 
five Sergeants, five detectives and 200 patrol- 


men. 
The officers and older members of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly have ſost count of the num- 
— of attempts made to secure a much-needed 
nerease. 


The present Board of Police Commissioners © 


has urgently recommended an incréase in 
every report madeto the Assembly, has in- 
troduced at least one bill each year to provide 
for it, and bas repeatedly recommended 
it by resolutions forwerded to the Assembly— 
but all in vain. Every bill providing for an 
increase bas been defeated. The Ways and 
Means Committee of the present Assembly 
wént so far as to make an allowance for the 
increase in the annual appropriation of mu- 
nicipal funds, but although the financial 
provision for the increase was made the 
ordinance authorizing it was defeated in the 
Assembly. The determination of the present 
board to rnn the department without dictation 
in the matter of appointments from members 
offthe Municipal Assembly has made ft few 
friends at the City Hall, und the defeat of the 
various bills was largely due in each instance 
to this cause. 

In 188 an ordinance proposing an increase 
of 101 patrolmen and ten sergeants, at an an- 
nual cost of $102,900, was proposed, and the 
following argument, which

was advanced with the exception of thir- 
ty-nine men added in 1884, there has been no 
increase of the force since 1875, a period in 
which the city hus nearly doubled its popula- 
tion, and more than doubled its area. Large sec- 
tions of the city are payee unguarded for 
want of men to patrol the beuts; in the Second 
District there are six beats and in the Fourth 
District seven beats either wholly unpatrolied 
or? casually looked after by patrolmen in 
adjacent beats, while in the Fifth 
District, embracing the immense and 
now thickly settled sections known as the uew 
limits, there are forty-five square miles of ter- 
ritory to be patrolled with only elgbty-three

We are unceasingly 
harassed by the impogesibility of pr. -perly 
guarding the vast property interests and pro- 
tecting the persons of the citizens of this 
great city, with a force smaller in proportion 
than that ot any other city in the worid, and 
we anticipate results of a most disastrous 
nature, unless the defect is remedied.’’

The building was divided 
about midway by a brick wall, with only two 
openings and these closed by iron doors. The 
fire was therefore confined to the rear half, 
known as the old part of the building.

The salvage corps did most effective work 
in protecting fine paintings and otber prop- 
erty from damage by water and smoke.

A PRAIRIE FIRE. 


Soldiers Trying to Save a Garrison—Bobbin 
Works Destroyed. 


FORT ASSINABOINE, Dak., December 23,— 
All the troops at this post—six companies of 
infantry and three of cavairy~are out on the 


prairie west of the post fightingafire, which 
started in the tall grass six miles to the west- 
ward, about 6 o’clook last evening and stead- 
lly advan in the direction of the 
post. The wind is biowing at the 
rate of thirty mies an hour, and 
as the appliances for fighting fire are limited, 
it is feared that the garrison buildings, which 
are all frame structures, will be destroyed. 
The loss in such a case will be heavy, as, be- 
sides the officers’ quarters and the barracks of 
the enlisted men, the Quartermaster’s barns 
contain a large quantity of hay and other 
forage provided for the winter.

Sears is the oniy 
man in the city who makes a specialty of furs 
and deals in nothing else, winter or summer, 
do that, like all specialists, what he doesn’t 
know about them is not worth hunting for 
elsewhere. The histo of a skin, from the 
time it leaves the back ofthe ‘‘amphib’’ in the 
wilds of Alaska until it is placed upon a fairer 
back in more civilized places, is worth the 
telling in a brief way. 

The best sealskins, and the majority of 
them, come from Alaska. The seals are 
caught near shore and driven to seal pens on 
the d. Here they are kept and fed fora time 
like other cattle until killing time. They 
are not allowed to be killed until they 
are two years old, nor after they are four. 
The skine of baby seals are too tender, and 
the old §seals are kept for breeding. When 
they are killed the skins are ali packed in 
brine and sent to London. It seems odd that 
sealskine which are obtained within the 
United States have to be taken out of it and 
carried over the long journey from Alaska to 

„England to be cured and dyed, and then 
Drought back to the United States again for 
Such is the fact, however. The best, 
and about the only place for preparing seal- 
skins is in London itself, on the banks of the 
Thames, and the dirty water of the Thames 
is Several at- 
to estab- 

lish places in the United States, but 
they buve all failed, even where the skilled 
workmen were brought over from the English 
establishment. Itmay bethe climate or it 
may be the dirty Thames water which affects 

e skins peculiariy. Whatever it is, the same 
skins cannot be prepared here anything near 
u successfully as they can in London. 

HOW SIN ARE PREPARED. 
After goingto London, they are shipped to 
als country, virtually all ready tobe made 
ito ents, as far as the fur itself is con- 
wwned at least.

Holiday Appearance of the Capitol Build- 
ing—Members Going Home. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 22.—Nearly 
everything around the Capitol building pre- 
sented a holiday appearance to-day, and many 
Senators and Representatives who live within 
a day’s travel, more or less, from the 
national capital, have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity offered by the 
adjournment of Congress until the 
24 proximo to go home. Between one bun- 
d and one bundred and twenty-five mem- 
bers of the House have already left here and 
others are expected to leave on later 
trains. Only one of five candidates 
for Speaker (Mr. Reed of Maine) has 
gone home. The other four will prob- 
ably remaja in the city during the 
recess. The only indication of any work be- 
ing done on the House side was in the Appro- 

riations Committee-room where Messers. 
Randall and Ryan, members ot the House 
Committee in charge of the civil appropria- 


tion bill, were engaged in preparing several 


statements from the departments in relation 
to the bill. 

The Senate Chamber presented a deserted 
appearance, as did the Eouse. The only evi- 
dence ofthe work was in the room of the 
Committee on Finance where Senator Allison 
constituted himself a sub-committee of one and 
gave a hearing to Representative Gear of 
Iowa, who made an argument opposing any 
change in the existing duty on cane for chairs.

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THE WARD SCHOOL BORRKOR. 


A Reminiscence That Should Be a Warning 
to School Builders. 


Apropos of the faulty work done on the 
Hodgen school, which was unfavorably passed 
on by the Teachers’ Committee, Mrs. Hallen 
BE. Day, well known for her connection with 
charitable enterprises in this city, said to- 
day: 

„Having visited the Hodgen School and 
noticing especially the manner in which the 
stairway of the new addition was constructed 
it revived dormant memories of horrors in 
Wi ted? se = 0 

On the h of November 1851, occurred 
the memorabie and melan ly catastrophe 
of the Greenwich Avenue Ward School which 
resulted in the immediate death of more than 
forty little ones and the su nent fatal ill- 
ness of two of their principal teachers. 
The school buliding itself was four 
ries in height above base- 
ment, which was occupied partly 
as a covered play-ground ana partir 
as the itor’s apartments and furnace room. 
Thie playground and the front entrance were 
level with the sidewalk of the street in front 
and communicated with it two or three 
doors and flagged with stone. The first floor 
above was occupied by the primary depart- 
ment, comprising seven rooms which con- 
tained 761 children, of from 4 to 10 years of 

On the second floor the — — of the 
female department were distributed, 508 
in number, over six 1 class- 
rooms. The sole entrance to the rooms 
on this floor opened from the stairway and 
its landings inffront, and no aisle or common 
pathway communicated with the several 
rooms or their outiet, The third floor was 
occupied by the male department and divided 
into six classrooms. The fourth floor 
consisted of a large hall or chapel used 
for examination and other public purposes 
which occupied the entire story with the ex- 
ception of two small and closely crowded 
olass- rooms. The number of boys on these 
two floors on that fatal day was 572. 

„There were, as will be 1841 
children, ranging in age from to 
16 years, seated quietly at their 
studies on that lovely day in Noven.ber—a 
bright, genial, Indian summer day—so mild 
that it had not even been deemed necessary to 
light fire in the furnaces and therefore none 
were kindled that day. Twelve hundred 
of these 1.800 children were de- 
peilent upon the front stairway ex- 
clusively for entering and leaving their 
clas8-room, the third and fourth floors only 
having been eee with a narrow stairway 
in the rear. his front stairway consisted of 
a circular, winding narrow flight of steps, the 
walls of which, including the halls, inclosed 
a space of 12xljifeetin width and 70 feet in 
perpendicular height m the upper 
story landing to the flagged entrance 
below. The balustrades were of biack 
walnut * a broad and heavy railing, 
and would probably have proved adequate to 
any ordinary "dagen but the newWel post at 
its termination was improperly fastened, 
thus leaving the long and heavy spiral rail- 
ing destitute of adequate support 
against serious pressure. To com- 
piete this fearful death-trap the 
broad and massive folding doors at the front 
entrance to the building, at the foot of the 
stairs, opened only inwards, and were at this

time closed, but not locked. Between the 


hours of I and 2 p. m. Miss Abby Harrison, 
than ‘Principal of the female  depart- 
ment * sister of the present

Then came the 770 primary children, filling up 
the measure of the horror and plunging in 
their turn over the useless barrier were piled 
in heaps upon those already  failen. 
All efforte to open broad 
heavy entrance doors from within 
were futile, and the alarm having been 
promptly given by the boys of the male de- 
partment, who nad fortunately, with one ex- 
ception, effected their exit from the rear stair- 
way, it was only after an immense effort that 
the doors were forced in and torn from their 

from without. What a spectacle was 
th presented! 

Forty-two lifeless bodies were with the ut- 
most difficulty extracted from the incumbent 
mass of helpless and wounded children, the 
greater number suffocated, apparently, from 
the pressure of those above,but many crusbed 
by the fearful fall on the solid 
stones of the pavement. Many of 
the survivors severely wounded, lingered for 
a few brief months or weeks only; and amon 
them was the hapless but innocent cause o 
the terrible tragedy, the ili-fated and accom- 
plished principal, Miss Harrison, who closed 
her brief career in the morning 
of life from heart disease and 
nervous suffering, originatin from 
the horrors of that dreadful day. fhe young, 
— Francis McNaliy, Principal of the male 

epartinent survived the fearful shock only 
a single year. Those forty-two pale 
little upturned faces and mangled bodies 
ra gee haunted him in the long, 
dark night and in the brightest hours of 
sunshine, until death put an end to his brief 
lite. * gioom pervaded the whole com- 
munity, and never can pass from the memory 
of the participants or their frieuds. And when 
I think of that spiral stairway in the Hodgen 
School I ask: Must history of a necessity 
repeat itself?“

HE HAD A MAIL LOCK, 


The Charge Upon Which Dan McCormack, 
a Laborer, Was Arrested To. Day.

Sales Mimulated by the Supposed Selection 
of a Site for the New Union Depot—Lucas 
Place Property Prectically. Out of the 
Market — Forest Park Boulevard Im- 


provement—To-Day’s Sales. 


The announcement that nearly the whole of 
Lucas Plaee has been either sold or bargained 
for within the past few days by local business 
men and real estate operators who intend 
utilizing the property for warehouse end other 
commercial purposes will be a revelation, and 
somewhat lu the nature of a poser to most 
people, not even excluding those who think 
that they are remarkably well posted on 
everything pertaining to the prosperity and 
growth of the city. There is no question 
about the statement that Lucas place property 
has been sold and is selling. Proof 
of that is at hand and ample to 
convince the most conservative skeptic of the 
truth of it, But the question naturally arises 
what does it all wean? What are the investors 
thinking of when they buy this old residence 
property, away out west aa far as Twentieth 
and beyond there, with the expectation of using 
it for business purposes? There is something 
very suggestive in this sudden and apparently 
previous epeculation in Lucas place realty. 
What the real instigation for the movement is 
no one who has been met with so far will tell 
but as a vet ran real estate agent said in this 


connection there is a nigger in the woodpile 
somewhere. 

To say the least there is something very 
dark about the whole movement, but it is very 
evident that the parties who have invested 
there have had 

A ‘*PRIVAT®E TIP’’ 
from some source, and are buying with their 
eyes wide open, while the public are groping 
in darkness with reference to the future des- 
tiny of Lucas place. 

A few days ago these transactions were 
hinted at in the real estate department of the 
PosT- DISPATCH, with the suggestion that the 
effect would be most beneficial to Lacas Mar- 
ket place property and lead itt an early 
development of the great future that 
bas en 80 often prophesied for 
that section In the way of architectural mon- 
uments for trade marts. The force of this will 
be readily appreciated in the event that busi- 
ness take a sudden jump out to Twentieth 
street, for lu that case Lucas Market would at 
once become a grand central point where 
the leading firms of the oity would 
soon be struggling for a location. These 
ideas, however, are not new. They bave 
been entertained fur a decade or more. It is 
the evidence that they are about to be real- 
ized that creates — interest and specu- 
lation rife to tell the reason why. 

The most piausibie solution of the prob- 
lem, in the absence of more definite 
knowledge is that the proposed new Union 
Depot is going to be buiit upon Eugene Kel- 
ley’s property on Washington avenue, be- 
tween Twentieth and Twenty-second streets, 
and that it will be approached from the Mill 
Creek valley northward over the low ground 
between ighteenth and Twehty-second 
streets. 

As is well known, it has repeatedly been 
stated in the local prints that it was intended 


to locate the 

UNION DEPOT 
on this Kelley property, and several eminent 
civil engineers have heartily endorsed the 
site as belng the most central and dest 
adapted for the purpose of uny place in the 


city. 

Railroad people, however, whenever ap- 
proached on this subject claimed to be ex- 
tremely ignorant of any facts pertaining to it, 
but that has not distracted public attention 
from the fact that the property where 
Schafer’s soap worzs used to be is likely to 
become the great rallway center of Ste. Louis. 

Theorists and some engineers have claimed 
that the site ofa Union Depot was accessibie 
to the Merchante’ bridge atthe North End of 
the city by means of tunneling, but be that as 
it may, it certainly oo that Lucas —— 
is soon to de placed in close proximity 
to railroads or business men of long 
-tanding and experience would not ignore es 
tablished routes where r can be had 
for such use for much less money and co 
twenty biocks into the interior of the city 
where every pound of merchandise has to be 
carted both ways, to and from shipping 


points. 

The fact that Peter O'Neill, 
the Union Depot Hotel man, 
is among the number of Lucas place 
purchasers is a pointer, as he above all men 
would want to follow the railroad. Jobs 
Lumsden, too, it will be remembered, aa 
stated In the PosT-DISPATCH a few days since, 
traded valuable impr: ved business property 
forthe Paramore residence on Lucas 1 
and the wonder then was why he shoul Ri - 
chase a residence in such declining locality. 
Evidently Mr. Lumsden is into the secret. 

ONE OF THE FIRST PARTIES 

to give evidence of his appreciation of the 
value of Lucas place property for business 
purposes was F. A. Drew. He bas n 
one of the most eligible corners that were to 
be bad there. The transaction was negotiated 
for bim by the firm of Papin & 1 who 
succeeded in buying the r r Mr. 
Drew at the low price of .60 a foot. The 
site purchased fs 1692155 feet at the southeast 
corner of Lucas place and Twentieth street. 
The property was owned bythe Turner Resi 
Estate and Bullding Association, whose inter- 
ests in the transaction were represented by 
Charles H. Turney & Co. 

Speaking of bie purchase, Mr. Drew said 
that he bought the ground for warehouse pur- 
poses becanse it was cheap compared to 

roperty east of Twelfth, which could not be 
bought or less than a foot. Thesite 
wus well adapted fora warehouse, as it was 
only seven blocks from the tracks to the Mill 
Creek Valley, where a switeh and 
could be easily obtained.

He and Rowe May Not Play With Their New 
Team, But They Will Play With no Other 
—Their Attitude Towards the League 
Clearly Defined—The Blacklist—Sporting 
News and Notes— Ball Gossip. 


Ever since Detroit entered the base ball field 
it bas been more prolific of sensations than 
all the other ball towns combined. The Grand 
Rapids deal had hardly cooled when the In- 
dianapolis scheme followed, and this in turn 
was eclipsed by the Big Four’’ deal, un- 
doubtedly the greatest in the history of base 
ball. Then“ Detroit, as a National League 
town, went out ina blaze of glory and 
another big deal, namely, the disposal of the 
cream of the players tothe Boston Club. Out 
ofthis last deal springs a sensation which 
promises to lead the vanofalltne surprises 
Detroit has offered to the base ball world. 

The refusal of Jim White and Jack Rowe to 
sign with Boston and Pittsburg as per pro- 
gramme, says the Free Press, promises to stir 
up more excitement than base ball circles have 
known for a longtime. The first shock came 
in the announcement that White and Rowe bad 
secured a controlling interest in the Buffalo 
International Association Claband would play 
with that club next season. Just at this point 
the fun begins. There are several reasons why 
the question of White and Rowe playing with 
Buffalo is an interesting one. In the first place 
the Detroit Club bad promised W hite’s services 
for Boston next season, for which the Boston 
Club had agreed to pay the Detroit Club a 
certain sum of money (say $4,000) and give 
White the same salary he received here. The 
same arrangement regarding Jack Rowe bad 
been eutered into between the Detroit and 
Pittsburg Clubs. These players fail to enter 
into the spirit ofthe occasion and sign with 
the clubs to which they heve been assigned. 
And again, the Pittsburg and Boston Clubs 
will be losers to the extent of the services of 
the men, but will not be obliged to pay any of 
the purchase money. The question of the le- 
gality of the right of a club to sell the services 
of a player is also involved, and will undoubt- 
edly come into the courts should the parties to 
the issue remain firm. 

Deacon White arrived home from Buffalo 
yesterday morning, and never looked more 
spry and vivacious than when he walked into 
Bob Leadley’s office. 

„Well, are you going to try and break the

„ou will, therefore, begin playing with the 
Buffalo Club next spring?’’ 

Not unless the Detroit Club formally re- 
leases us. That would put our Buffalo fran- 
chise in danver, as should the League black- 
list us and we played with the Buffalo Club 
the organization would lose ite franchise. I 
think when the Detroit — ge find out that 
they will not reulise anything on us they will 
release us. This will be the better way for the 
League. The Detroit Clubisathing of the 
past and it is inthe nature of a conspiracy for 
the League to bold a threat of blacklist over 
our heads in order that the Detroit Club may 
realize money for our sale.

HIPPOLYTE’S VICTORY. 


GEN. LEGITIME DEFEATED BY THE ARMY 
OF THE NORTH. 


A Battle Fought at Mere Calais, Hayti, on 
the Sth Inst—Gen. Hippolyte Garrisons 
the Town—France and Legitime’s Gov- 
ernmenit—O, F. Carvalho, a Haytien 
Refugee, Arrives in New York, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcsa. 

New YorRKE, December 22.—A battle has been 
foughtin Hayti and resulted in favor ot the 
Northern army, and the utter routing of the 
forces under Legitime. The conflict took place 
at Mere Calais, thirty miles inland from Port- 
au-Prince, and ninety miles south of Cape 
Haytien. This was the report in down town 
commercial ciries yesterday, the result of a 
letter received by an exporter to Hayti. The 
éxact date of the battle was not given, but it 
is supposed to bave taken place on or about 
December 5, the day before the Haytien gun- 
boats made their last attempt to bombard 
Cape Haytien. The report was that Gen. 
Hippolyte advanced on the town early in the 
moruing and that during the forenoon 
skirmishing took place without serious 
loss to either side. But early 
in the afternoon the Northemm army closed in 
and advanced in a solid body, firing as they 


came. 
LEGITIME’S DEFEAT. 


After a short but decisive battle, during 
which a number were killed and wounded, the 
army of the South gave way and finally fied in 
great disorder, some of them throwing away 
their brand new Winchester rifies while they 
ran. Gen. Hippolyte then, it is said, took 


ssion of the town, which he strongly 
arrisoned. The wounded on both sides were 
ooked after and the arms of the defeated 
Southerners gathered up for future use by 
Hippolyte’s soidiers. The dead soldiers were 
buried near the field of battle, every cartridge 
belt being first removed. 

It is reported that four cable messages have 
been received from Paris stating that the 
French Government refuses to recognize 
Legitime as the head of the provisionai Gov- 
ernment of Hayti. The cablegrams stated 
that at a meeting of the Chamber of Deputies 
in Paris a member asked whether the Govern- 
ment had recognized Gen. Legitime. M. Flo- 
— 1 that France would not recognize 

time. 

A vessel agent, . of the messages, 
said: ‘‘I saw the original copies, but I do not 
believe there is any truth in the report. 
Desmayons, the French Minister in Hayti, 
bas been supporting Legitime right along, and 
the General has had theuse of the ench 
man-of-war Bison to go to Mole St. Nicholas 
and other part of the coast any number of 
times. The truth is that France wants Hayti, 
and the French Government will adopt the 
policy which will best farther her plans. 

A HAYTIEN REFUGED. 

Mr. O. F. Carvalho, a Haytien merchant 
from Port-au-Prince and a refugee, arrived on 
the steamer Adirondack from Kingston, 
Jamaica, yesterday.

PKOSPECTING FOR PLACERS. 

“There are two kinds of prospecting, placer 
and ledge. The piacer outit is very simple 
and only one man is requred, although those 
in search of placers usually travel in pairs, for 
the sake of safety. as a slight accident 


to a single manin the mountains m easily 
result fatally. The outfit consists of a pan 
anda cradle, the latter article being by no 
means indispensable although very conven- 
ient. a coaple of saddle animals, a da pack- 
mule to carry the biankets, provisions, cook- 
ing utensils and cradle, constitute ail the 
outfit required. At the present time nearly 
all placer prospecting is don on the Western 
slope of the Rockies, as the ground east has 
been o> ie | explored, and completely 
oes ye | utin the narrow canons on the 
west the especially in 
those yO. the Grand 
River and its main feeders, not a little stream 
gold is found. To discover it a great deal of 
experience is required. A tender foot can 
search diligently up and down a stream with- 
out finding anything, when an old miner will 
wash out his or Hoa day.

WHERE TO SEEK GOLD.

The prospecters dismount, throw 
off their shoes and stockings it, as is usually 
the case, they are unprovided with rubber 
boots, plungeinto the water, and from the 
upstream side of a large boulder, a little be- 
low the surface, take two or three shovelfuls 
of dirt. This is carried ashore and put into 
the pan, filling it about one-quarterfull. The 
pan is nothing but the ordinary §iron or tin 
cooking utensil. Now comes the only part 
of the operation requiring any skill— 
the washing. The pan is filed with water 
nearly to the brim andthe miner takes it up 
and imparts to it a slow, rotary motion. This 
dissolv:s the clay and the muddy water is 
from time to time thrown out by a dexterious 
turn of the wrist. When the panful of earth 
has been reduced to a handful, akeen eye is 
required. Little by little the muddy water is 
flirted over the sides until scarcely any re- 
mains. In this small residue, if anywhere, 
is found the gold. The miner takes 
a small piece of tin and slowly 
pours the water over it. The moisture runs 
off, leaving a few ae of gold on the tin, if 
any isto be found in the stream. This 13 
ealled the color, and upon the amount of 
gold shown depends whether the place will be 
worked or abandoned. A green hand in the 
rocess of wushing Will throw out the gold 
with the water, but a man of experience bas 
the manual dexterity requisite to cast away 
only the light and leave the heavy materials. 
The reason why the foot of rapids is chosen is 
that there the water ie checked, and ail 
the heavier substances sink as soon as they 
strike an obstruction, such as 4 log or stone, 
In smooth, broad stretches the particles of 
gold drop very gradually, and unless the 
workings are very rich, the metal. is distri- 
bated over too large a surface to admit of 
profitable working.
